but the editor of the Louisville Journal, who now 
prefer* the Black Republican to the Democratic 
party, feels very unwilling to trust Buchanan. 
He ha* a higher appreciation of Southern rights 
than the Southern States men, who have, from 
first to last, been most fastidious on this subject. 
The reason? why Grorge D. Prentice can’t trust 
Buchanan are very refreshing : 

Firet. Buchanan’s name is on a report made to a 
public meeting, held in Lancaster thirty-seven 
years ago : and that roport is against the exten- 
sion of slavery. 

Second. Buchanan felt a repugnance to the an- 
nexation of Texa«, on account of ite being slave 
territory. He advocated it, however, believing 
that it wenid mitigate, rather than otherwise, the 
evils of slavery. 

Third. Buchanan was for extending the 2dis- 
souri Compromise line to the Pacific, before the 
compromise measures of 1 352, and very inconsis- 
tently afterward approved these measures : and 
now supports the Ka^sa. -Nebraska bill, which rc- 
peaU the Mi-sonri Compromise altogether. 

We don’t wonder that the editor of the Journal 
feels nervous about trusting a man of bad raising 
on the slavery question : he can never get over 
it — that is, his experience. He himself started 
out in life with tbe declaration, that * slavery is 
a monster of evil : a vampire, draining awry tbe 
blood of the Republic.” He wrote and published, 
in 1814, that “ ail men have a right to liberty, no 
matter what color.” tie wrote and published, in 
1S45 : “ We have ever looked forward to the day 
when Kentucky would contain within her bounds 
no bondmen, and we hope to see the light tf such 
a day.” 

He opposed theann'xition of Texas, with all his 
ability and perseverance, and was exceedingly in- 
dignant when it was accomplished. 

Speaking of the liberty party , he raid : “ They 
are. above all others, the men tipnn wbo.e 
rests the sin of extending the area of slavery : for 
they were warned and besought, through the public 
pres*, ami by their fellow-citizens, to frown down 
all connection with Texas and her peculiar insti- 
tutions.” lie made light cf tho Wilmot Proviso, 
and counseled the President not to veto it. He 
sedulously eneouragod the Freesoilere of the free 
States to rs ist the uncompromising South, and 
sneered at those who considered Freesoilism a re- 
proach u ) i in Northern men. In 1848, he said : 

“ Since the death of Silas Wright, so mo cf the 
Locofoeoe ts r e averted that he was opposed to 
the Wilmot Proviso. They seem to consider it 
their duty to vindicate his fair fame in this way. 
Do they consider it very criminal in a Northern 
statesman to favor a measure to prevent the South 
from gaining the ascendency in tbe councils of the 
nation? Do they fancy that patriotism requires 
a Northern man to endeavor to strengthen tn in- 
terest hostile to his own ?” 

As to the rest, read the record of tbe editor of 
the Journal, in another column, and remember 
that he denounced tho rojieal of the Missouri 
Cotnpromis*, and ha? shown, from first to last, a 
sympathy with the Black Republican crusade. He 
showed bis willingness to form a union with them 
to elect Fillmore, only a few days ago : and openly 
prefers thoir success to that of the Democratic 
j’arty. lie, in fact, exalts the party with faint 
censure*. He says : 

“The Black Republican party of the Northern 
States it bad enough and dangerous enough ; its 
claims and pretensions never will be, and never
